FUETUEB ACCOUNT. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 10.—'Fweniy-tonr hours 


have elapsed since the most terrible catastro- 
phe that ever befell Milwaukee, and the im- 
mensity of the dreadful disaster seems to 
increase instead yf wane with the lapse of 
time. A dread skeins to creep over everyone 
piissiug the huge: pile of smoking remains 
that mark the place where only two days ago 
the palatial Newhall house stood with its 
two hundred inmates, who awoke yesterday 
morning rrom their si umbers to stand face to 
fnce with the^rim reaper. Snow had been 
falling all iiigjit silently weaving a shroud for 
uianj— how tfmny nobody can ask without a 
slmJder on beholding what is left of one of 
the largest fiostolries in the Northwest. 
Early in the morning, at 3:47 o'clock, an 
alarm of fire was turned in from box 439, cor- 
ner of Viiet and £ighteeuth streets, aud 
many a good citizen counting the strokes of 
the alarm, and a*c ri.auiiug the location, and 
CHS; ing a look at the black sky hauling he;iv. 
ily over the house-tops, went to rest again 
with a relieved feeling that the alarm did not' 
denote a dangerous box, and that Milwau- 
kee s tried fire department would do its duty. 
About half au hour later, at 4:05 this rnoni- 
iug, the two ominous strokes of a telephone 
ularm called the rest of the department not 
engaged at the Vhet street fire, up agiin;aud* 
three'minutes Inter, at 4:08 this moriim", au 
alarm trom box 15, corner Michigan screet 
and Broadway, rang out.

After almost super- 
human efforts laddt rs werw stretched from 
the roof of the bank building across the alley 
to the sixth story of the hotel, and the brave 
fire laddies carried ten girls' across the frail 
bridge— four of them dead.'

The Funeral of Oanbetta. 
YOBK, Jan. 6.—A Paris special give* 


ttte following account of Gambetta'sfjmeral: 
Since the funeral of Thiers no such tribute' 
ha* been paid .to the remains of any public 
man as tnat which brought the population of 
Pans into the streets this forenoon. It was 
evident from the eagerness and anxiety man- 
ifested that they were rawed by a dreper 
feeling than that of desire to witness an im- 
posing and unusual spectacle. The ordinary 
impulse of curiosity which sways the masses 
on such occasions had given place to pro- 
found and unmeasured grief, which the loss 
of a tried public servant and benefactor, 
who sprang from their own ranks, alwajl 
erokes iu the popular heart.
